Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—[Special.]— 
President Wilson's trust busting' program, 
‘in its trades commission feature, has star- 
ed the Democrats. who recall the denuncia- 
‘tion of the commission plan by-Mr. Wilson 
and William Jennings Bryan during the pres- 
ential campaign of 1912. 

The president revealed his program today 

_to the committees of the two houses of con- 
gress having charge of this matter, and 
‘acquainted them with the character of the 
address which he will deliver before them 
on Monday or Tuesday. 

The bill in which it has been incorporated 
will prohibit holding companies, interlock- 
ing directorates, and interlocking stock con- 
trol, define ane prohibit monopoly, forbid 
discrimination in prices, and impose heavy 
penitentiary penalties upon officers, direc- 
tors, and employés of combinations violat- 
ing the law. 


Powers of Trades Commission. 
The trades commission feature provides: 
L The organization of a body of three 
. @ five business men and economists, not 
More than two of whom in one case, or 
three in the other shall be of the same 
political party.

ALTMAN CLERKS GET MILLION 
IN LEGACIES FROM FOUNDER. 


Employes of New York Store Divide 
Big Sum According to Length of 
Service with House. 


New York, Jan. 14.—[Special.]—Checks ag- 
gregating more than $1,000,000 have been 
distributed in the last few days to about 400 
employés of B. Altman & Co., who were en- 
titled to legacies under the will of Benjamin 
Altman. f 

In about ten days the trustees of the Ak- 
man foundation expect to announce the de- 
tails of a profit sharing plan for empioyés 
and of gifts to charitable and educational 
institutions, as suggested in the will of Mr. 
Altman. 

Mr. Altman bequeathed $5,000 apiece to 
eleven store employés, whom he named, and 
$1,000 apiece to three employés. To em- 
ployés ot twenty years’ service not otherwise 
remembered he left $2,500; to all employed 
less than twenty or more than eighteen 
years, $1,500; and to those employed fifteen 
years, $1,000; the piece workers of ali classes 
being excluded. 

Mr. Altman established the foundation and 
left to it all his capital stock in B. Altman

Marjorie Hamilton and Com- 
pany’ Draw Action by 
Postal Authorities. 


INQUIRY REVEALS SWINDLE 


“Before and After Using“ Photos 
Found to Be ‘‘Doctored’’: 
Remedy Worthless. 


FEW VICTIMS GET MONEY BACK 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—[Special.}— 
Marjorie Hamilton, widely known in Chi- 
cago and elsewhere as the beautiful calen- 
dar girl,” was exposed today by the post- 
office department, as one of the authors of 
an obesity cure swindle. 

As a result of the disclosures Postmaster 
General Burleson issued a fraud order shut- 
ting off the delivery of letters to Marjorie 
Hamilton and the Marjorie Hamilton com- 
pany. This action cuts off Marjorie and her 
associates from a large aggregation of suck- 
ers willing to pay from §1 to $15 for her 
alleged process of making fat folks thin. 

A scathing arraignment of Marjorie and 
of her husband, W. C. Cunningham, who di- 
rected the operations of the company, is 
contained in the report of Assistant Attorney 
General Lamar recommending the issuance 
of a fraud order. 

W. Knox Haines, a Chicago attorney who 
represented the company, sought to save 
Marjorie from being deprived of the use of 
the mails by promising the business would 
be discontinued, but, as Cunningham is an 
old offender, the appeal was denied. 


Shows How Victims Are Caught. 

“The Marjorie Hamilton company, says 
Mr. Lamar’s report, “ advertises in news- 
papers and magazines, generally under the 
name Marjorie Hamilton, to the effect hat 
Marjorie Hamilton is a famous photogra- 
pher’s model who finding that she was taking 
on weight to such an extent as to render 
success in her line of work doubtful, set 
about studying and experimenting to reduce 
her weight and discovered a system by which 
she lost thirty-seven pounds in five weeks, 
and that a book explaining in detail how she 
accomplished this reduction may be ob- 
tained without cost by any one who writes 
for it. 

“The book furnished in response to re- 
quests so induced does not in fact give away 
this ‘ secret,’ but contains additional rep- 
resentations concerning the treatment and 
elaborates upon those set forth in the ad- 
vertisements. Follow up letters solicit re- 
mittances of from $15 down to $1 for the sys- 
tem of treatment. 


Victims Demand Money Back. 
„In the course of the investigation of this 
business, correspondence was conducted with 
a number of persons who had used the treat- 
ment, and the tabulation of their replies was 
made. This tabulation is as follows: 


„Ot those who were dissatisfied 817 asked 
their money back im accordance with the 
guarantees made by this company to the 
effect that if the purchaser is not satisfied 
his or her money will be returned promptly 
upon demand. Of these 317, 262 failed to/ob- 
tain a refund. / 

Most of these persons asked for the re- 
turn of their money three or four times and 
received no answer from the company. So 
far as the evidence shows the refunds whieh 
were made were all made after the investiga- 
tion began. 7 

“The booklets contain a number of al- 
leged photographs of Marj Hamilton, 
several of which show her/as she alleges 
she was before and after she used the treat- 
ment which she discovered. 


Finds Photos Were “Doctored.” 

“The evidence shows that these pictures 
are not in fact true likenesses, but were 
made from photographs altered by an expert 
—in the one instance to make her look 
thinner than she réally was and in the other 
to make her look’ stouter. 

“The J. Cunningham mentioned as con- 
sidering this most scientific fat reduc- 
ing treatment/in the world’ is the father of 
W. C. Leeren. 

“Asa t of the advertising matter used 
is a letter’addressed to Marjorie Hamilton 
by ‘Mabel Van Meter,’ in which the treat- 
ment is highly recommended, and the state- 
ment made that ‘my abdomen was like a 
barrel and my hips enormous before taking 
the Marjorie Hamilton treatment. The in- 
vestigation disclosed that the writer of this 
letter was Mrs. Mabel Goodman, the wife of 
Frank L. Goodman, an employé of the Mar- 
jorie Hamilton company. It appears that 
Mrs. Goodman did, in fact, reduce her weight 
several pounds, but whether by the use of this 
treatment or not is not clear. No such re- 
duction as that indicated by her letter was 
accomplished. 


Marjorie Hardly a Scientist. 

The evidence shows that all of the repre- 
sentations and pretenses to the effect that 
Marjarie Hamilton studied and experimented 
until she found a system of treatment by 
which she reduced her weight thirty-seven 

s are false. 

„Not the least interesting of the exhibits 
in the case is an affidavit of William Kerting, 
Mrs. Cunningham's former husband, in 
which he states she offered him $100 for an 
affidavit to the effect that during the time 
she lived with him her weight varied from a 
hundred and thirty to a hundred and sixty 
pounds, and that the last time he saw her 
she weighed more than a hundred and fifty

MARRIAGE QUACK 
TRAPS TWO GIRLS 


“Justice of Peace“ Polk’s 
Agents Lure Maids of 16 
Into Fake Weddings. 


TAKES HUSBANDS’ MONEY 


A shabby old office in the Reaper block is 
occupied by a man named Polk. He affixes 
to his name the title “ justice of the peace.” 
A justice of the peace has no jurisdiction 
within the city limits of Chicago since the 
act establishing the Municipal court became 
effective. 

For years/the business of this Polk, J. P., 

as been called the marriage mill.“ Min- 
ions of the “ marriage mill!“ were spotted 
about the county clerk’s office. They 
watched for blushing, shy young men and 
women. They tracked them to the marriage 
license window. They swooped down upon 
them and carried them off to the man in the 
Reaper block. He induced them to part 
with their money in exchange for a paper, 


‘printed in black and gold, with flying doves 


and arrow pierced hearts, certifying they 
had this day been joined in the bonds of 
holy wedlock.” 

More than a year ago Judge Petit ruled 
such a ceremony in law was no ceremony at 
all. County Clerk Sweitzer started after 
the “marriage mill" spotters and drove 
them from the building. However, the rul- 
ing of Judge Petit, combined with the efforts 
of the county clerk, failed to convince Polk 
he should not take money for abusing the 
trust of young suitors, if he could get it. 


Iowa Girl Victim. 

Jan. 6 Theresa Windert arrived in Chicago 
from Dubuque, Ia. She was 16 years old. 
She had intrusted her future to Charles 
Smidtley. He was 21. Smidtley took the 
girl to the marriage license window, was 
grabbed off by the marriage mill” spot- 
ters and went through the illegal ceremony. 
The girl's father had telegraphed the police. 
They found her. Judge Goodenow turned 
her over to her brother, and she will be taken 
back home. But the marriage mill” kept 
grinding. 

Julia Gitlison is 15 years old. She lived with 
her stepmother, Mrs. Hanroth, at 7248 South 
Union avenue. A day or so ago she disap- 
peared. Last evening she returned to her 
home. 

„Not Gillison, thank you, but Drews,” she 
said. “I'm married.“ 


“Husband” Gets Police. 

Mrs. Hanroth lead Julia into a room and 
closed the door. She lockéd it.. When Fred 
Drews of 6940 South Halsted street called 
for his bride Mrs. Hanroth gave him a re- 
ception which might have included a few 
old shoes, but no rice. He complained io 
Capt. Joseph Smith of the Englewood police 
station. Capt. Smith sent two detectives 
with Drews to help him regain his bride, 

Then they heard the story of the marriage 
mill and the fat spider who had picked 
them up as they turned from the license win

Canon Hannay Asserts City Is Des- 
tined to Become World Center of 
Literature, Music, and Art.

“In a little while,” says the playwright- 
clergyman, “‘ Chicago will be a world center 
of literature, music, and art. British writ- 
ers will be more anxious for its verdict than 
for that of London. The music of the future 
will be hammered out on the shores of Lake 
Michigan. The Paris salon will be a second 
rate affair. This will be so, because Chicago 
has more will power than London, Paris, and 
Berlin.” 4 

Canon Hannay likens Chicago to “Belfast. 

I had a curious feeling of being at home 
the minute I got to Chicago,“ he says. It 
seemed to me that I had lived there before. 
I suddenly remembered that I was born and 
raised in Belfast. Chicago and Belfast are 
sister cities. Chicago is bigger, but Belfast 
is older. 

“While Chicago says unhesitatfhgly, ‘I 
Will,’ and Belfast has hitherto contented 
itself with saying, I won't.“ the spirit 
behind the two pronouncements is identical. 
Each city believes it has said the last word 
that need be said. In fact, each has said it. 

“The rest of America may not like Chi- 
cago’s ‘I Will.’ A considerable part of the 
British empire greatly dislikes Belfast's ‘I 
Won't.’ But in view of this sort of civic 
determination the rest of the world may 
just as well give in soon as late.“

SIX MORE ON COLD DEATH LIST 


Thirteen in All Succumb to Weather 
In and About New York— 
Relief in Sight. 


New York, Jan. 14.—Relief from the most 
severe cold spell that this city has experi- 
enced in fifteen years is insight. Rising tem- 
peratures late this afternoon abated some- 
what the suffering in the streets, but dur- 
ing the day the weather was 80 cold that six 
persons succumbed to exposure, 
the death list for the city and vicinity up to 
thirteen since the frigid wave arrived early 
yesterday. 


Isaac M. Jordan Takes Poison 


and Shoots Self Three 


Times. 


BROODED OVER DIVORCE. 


Attorney Isaac M. Jordan, formerly son- 
in-law of ex-Judge Peter S. Grosscup, com- 
mitted suicide in the Palmer house yesterday 
afternoon. He took poison and shot himself 
three times. Friends say he brooded over his 
wife’s divorce suit and his separation from 
his little daughter, Virginia, who was award- 
ed to her mother by the decree last March, 
though they admitted that dissipation was at 
the bottom of his troubles. 

He undoubtedly went to the hotel with the 
intention of taking his life. He registered 
about 1 o’clock and two hours later a maid 
passing his room, parlor J, heard the shots. 
Jordan had divested himeelf of his hat, over- 
coat, coat, and vest, and then climbed into 
bed with his shoes on to die. 


Two Notes Found. 

Dr. J. S. Sweeney, the house physician, 
found three bullet holes, two in the abdomen 
and one in theright temple. His right hand 
lay across his breast clutching the weapon. 
At the side of his body was a vial of poison. 
His discolored lips showed that some of it 
had been used. The presumption is that he 
tried to die quietly, but became impatient 
with the slow progress of the poison. On the 
dresser were two sealed notes, but neither of 
them disclosed the reason for his act. 

One letter, addressed to Attorney Will H. 
Clark, an intimate friend, reads: My Dear 
| Wil—Forgive me and my weaknesses. Good 
bye. God bless you. Notify W. H. Kinney, 
3542 Clifton avenue, Cincinnati, or J. W. 
Oo Hara. Johnston building, Cincinnati. Ike.” 

The second letter, addressed to the Uni- 
versity club, reads: 

„please destroy any unopened mail for me 
or to come for me. Isaac M. Jordan.” 


Take Body to Cincinnati. 

Mr. O'Hara was a close personal friend of 
Mr. Jordan. Mr. Kinney is married to Jor- 
dan’s sister. Both these men left for Chicago 
last night and will take the body back to 
Cincinnati, Mr. Jordan's birthplace. 

Mr. Jordan was born in 1872. He graduated 
from Yale and then took up the practice of 
law in Cincinnati. At one time he was re- 
ported as engaged to Helen Zimmerman, 
who afterwards married the Duke of Man- 
chester. The engagement, according to ru- 
mor, was pending when Miss Zimmerman 
went abroad. She is reported to have broken 
it soon after meeting the duke. 


Marries Kathryn Grosscup. 

In 1903 Mr. Jordan married Kathryn Gross- 
cup. Four years later he took up the prac- 
tice of law in Chicago, associating himself 
with Attorney W. W. Gurley.

PASSENGERS TAKEN 
OFF DOOMED LINER 
BY RESCUE BOATS 


Steamers Race for Reef on 
Nova Scotian Coast to 
Ald Mall Packet. 


VESSEL POUNDS ON ROGKS 


Nearly 100 Persons Carried te 
Safety Despite High Seas 
and Cold. 


CREW SHOWS GOOD DISCIPLINE 


Yarmouth, N. 8., Jan. 14.—Snatched from 
what seemed almost certain death the pas- 
gsengers and crew of the royal mail packet 
Cobequld are snug tonight in Yarmouth 
harbor. 

The wireless appeals for assistance which 
the vessel had first made thirty-six hours 
before were answered late today as the 
doomed steamer was being racked to pieces 
on Trinity rock, six miles off Port Maitland. 

The rescue will go down in shipping annals 
as one of the most notable ever accomplished 
on the Atlantic coast. 

The Cobequid had begun to breap up under 
the cannoning of the terrific seas. Quantities 


ranged alongside. The coastal steamers 
Westport and John L. Cann were first to get 
boats into the water and they were followed 
soon by the boats of the government steamer 
Lansdowne and the Rappahannock. 


Rescuers Brave High Seas. 

Capt. McKinnon of the Westport found the 
liner on the southeast part of Trinity ledge 
at 4:20 o’clock this afternoon. At the time 
there were a high wind and a rough sea. He 
took off in three lifeboat loads, séventy-two 
persons, including all the passengers, the 
purser, several deck officers, and part of the 
crew, 

The Westport stood by until 6:11 this aft- 
ernoon, when the John L. Cann came up. 
The latter took off twenty-four men as the 
Westport was leaving for Yarmouth. The 
captain and eleven men of the créw decided 
to remain on the ship until morning and the 
government steamer Lansdowne stood by. 


Women First; Men Follow. 

The 108 persons on the Cobequid included 
twelve first cabin passengers and an equal 
number in the second class. The women 
were the first to go over the side. Then 
one by one the men were lowered to life 
boats until only Capt. Hawsen and eleven 
men remained on the deck. 

Trinity rock, on which the Cobequid was 
transfixed at 5 a. m. yesterday morning, ig 
a pinnacle of granite rising almost to the 
surface half way between this port and 
Brier island. The Trinity is awash at low 
water. 

The crash came just before dawn and « 
few minutes later the wireless S. 0. 8.“ 
was flashing over the water. The Cobequid’s 
operator was unable to give the vessel's loca- 
tion, for no one on board knew it definitely. 
Four hours later, flood tide and gales had 
driven the steamer still fartiier on the rock, 
breaking its back and flooding the engine 
room. This put out the flres and interrupted 
the wireless apparatus. 


Scan Sea for Other Vessels. 

The steamer took water rapidly and the 
cargo began to tearaway. Throughout the 
day and the night that followed the officers 
scanned the sea for passing craft, and the 
operator worked heroically to restore his 
wireless outft. 

Meantime steamers that had picked up the 
first cry for help were searching for the 
distressed craft. A heavy vapor caused py 
the action of the intense cold on the water 
handicapped the searchers, and it was a 
fisherman on the Port Maitland shore who 
first made out the Cobequid as the vapor rose 
late this afternoon and revealed the liner 
on the dreaded Trinity. 

Darkness was gathering when the rescue 
began. Less than five hours later those 
who had faced death for two days were 
warmed and fed at the hotels here. So far 


was much the worse for the adventure. 


All Suffer from the Cold. 

Passengers and crew suffered greatly from 
the intense cold. Most of them were frost- 
bitten and everyone showed the effects of 
exposure to zero weather. When the res- 
cue ships reached docks here many of their 
passengers had to be carried to the hotel. 

For the thirty-six hours after the vessel 
struck seas broke over her continuously 
and she was coated with ice. It wasa day 
and night of terror on the steamer. Life 
belts had been served out to all on board 
and when the seas began to break over the 
ship all hands were ordered below, where 
they huddled In the cabins. 

It was feared that the hull would part. 
The bridge, chart house, companionways, 
and everything movable on deck, including 
all but four lifeboats, were washed away. 

The officers of the steamer said the veasel 
had pounded out its bottom on the rocks 
and express the opinion that it would be 
almost a total loss. 


Courage of Crew Admired. 
The Cobequid used three of ite own boats 
in transferring the passengers and the ces

When the Westport hove in sight, the 
Cobequid put over a small boat in charge ot 
Chief Officer Kirby. In it were placed nine 
women and children, and eight male pas- 
sengers.

, Refugee Tells of Flight. 

Refugees who made their way from Sakura 

tell dramatic stories of their flight. 
Ihe earthquake began on Sunday,” one 
of these refugees said, and the people 
Spent a fearful night in thelr gardens. In 
the morning flaming boulders descended and 
et fire to the houses. Women and children 
fled and were followed by the men. Red hot 
ashes blinded and burned them. 

“There were no boats on shore and most 
of the fugitives had to wait the coming of 
rescuers; others with lamentations flung 
themselves into the sea. Many of the aged 
refused to leave, crying that they preferred 
to die in the home of their ancestors. One 
by .one swimmers were drowned or killed. 

Pumice stone and lava spurted from the 
craters; a scariet vapor obscured the heav- 

ens; the roar of the volcanos was like the 
gound of a thousand thunders. The whole 
island shook and oscillated like a swinging 
paper lantern. Plants and trees withered 
and whitened mounds of ashes formed before 
us. 

“ The earth itself reared like a wild horse 
and knocked us down; poisonous gases 
choked our nostrils and crazed cattle charged, 
instinctively seeking the sea.“ 

Sea Captain Explains Horrors. 

A vivid description of the awe inspiring 
dene during the eruption and tidal wave at 
Sakura on Monday was given today by the 
captain of a Japanese steamer which ar- 
rived here from Kagoshima. His boat had 
ga ved 300 of the islanders. 

It was perilous to approach the land.“ 
he says, as columns of water burst up con- 
tinually from the gulf, while on the land 
pillars of fire rose into the air from the acres 
of blazing sugar cane. At the same time 
people and cattle ran pell mell toward the 
beach in a wild effort to escape. 

“ The steamers in the gulf lowered rowboats 

to pick up the hundreds of people who were 
Grifting helplessly on misshaped rafts or 
swimming while holding planks and pieces 
of timber. 
Hundreds stood along the shore, unable 
to find any means of escape. Some of them 
waved towels and clothing attached to bam- . 
boo poles, in order to attract attention. Many 
of the people were only half conscious, suffer- 
ing from burns or injuries. 

“ Detachments of ambulance men, police, 
and troops from Kagoshima worked like mad 
men in the mission of rescue.“ 

Tells of Falling Houses. 

“The disaster at Kagoshima was almost 
indescribable,’ declared Judge Urabo, a 
refugee from that town, who arrived at Hi- 
toyoshi today. On the evening of Jan. 12 
the buildings in Kagoshima crumbled up and 
fell. I saw men crushed to the earth as they 
were fleeing from their homes. 

“All points to the north of Kagoshima 
were crowded with despairing refugees as I 
passed through. Many of these people were

PRESSURE FROM POWERS? 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—Mutterings of 
discontent among European bondholders, 
it was suggested today, might force a re- 
newal of pressure from the European gov- 
ernments upon the United States to take 
some decided action to safeguard the in- 
terests of their subjects in Mexico. 

At one of the embassies it was said it was 
quite out of the question for any of the

POLICE BEGIN A SIEGE. 


JOHANNESBURG, Union of South Africa, 
Jan. 14—The siege of Trades hall, where 
Secretary Bain of the Federation of Trades 
and a band of supporters are defying the po- 
lice from behind barricades, was the main 
feature of the strike drama today. 

After the hall had been attacked by police 
and detectives this morning without avail, 
great crowds gathered and the police were 
compelled to make several bayonet charges,

A cordon of police with fixed bayonets was 
thrown around the hall: The position of the 
besieged Bain and his friends is serious, as

Besieged Men Fully Armed. 

A correspondent who passed the strikers’ 
pickets by aid of a permit found a remarka- 
ble scene inside the hall tonight. The 200 
inmates were all fully armed. They. ex- 
pressed determination to resist any attempt 
to storm their stronghold. The windows and 
doors were barricaded with boxes filled with 
bricks. Openings were left for rifle fire. Other 
dotes were filled with ammunition. 

A bomb explosion occurred today at Be- 
none, slightly injuring thrée mounted troop- 
ers. Several strikers arrested by the police 
near the place were reécued by their com- 
rades, but were subsequently rearrested by 
the troopers. 

The miners continued to stop work as fast 
as their regular shifts end. The department 
of mines announced it will keep the mines 
running and has no intention of sending the 
natives home. 


Only Two Provinces Affected. 

CAPE TOWN, Jan. 14.—The general strike 
proclaimed yesterday thus far only applies 
to the Orange Free State and Transvaal.

TONICA BANK DENTED COURT AID 


Judge Carpenter Orders Estates 
Adjudicated. 


RULES OWNERS BANKRUPT. 


Efforts of Private Bankers te Gain 
Help Revealed. 


Efforts to have the federal courts protect 
the Tonica Exchange bank, an insolvent. 
private institution, at Tonica, III., from a 
“ran” at the time bankruptcy proceedings 
were started against it last November were 
disclosed yesterday in proceedings before 
Judge Carpenter. The judge entered an or- 
der holding that John E. Hartenbower and 
George D. Hildebrandt, proprietors of the 
bank, are bankrupt, and directed the receiv- 
ers to proceed at once with the adjudication 
of the estates. 

The liabilities are said to be $413,000. The 
amount of the assets are not definitely 
known. The Ottawa Banking and Trust 
company of Ottawa, III., is receiver. 

Judge Carpenter entered the order as the 
result of the filing of a petition by interven- 
ing | creditors. The intervening creditors 
charged fraud in the original bankruptcy 
proceedings brought on Nov. 17. Their peti- 
tion alleges that the two bankers held a 
conference with creditors prior to the filing 
| of the original petition. In this conference, 
| it was said, all parties agreed to the plan 
of filing bankruptcy proceedings. 


Hire Lawyers to File Answer. 

Following this plan, according to the peti- 
tion, Hartenblower and Hildebrandt engaged 
a firm of lawyers in Ottawa to file an answer 
denying the insolvency of the bank. This 
answer was filed immediately after the filing 
of the original petition, according to tho 
intervening petitioners, ana since the filing 


| of the answer the original petitioners have 


not made proper effort to secure an adjudica- 
tion of the bankrupts’ affairs. The inaction, 
the petition states, was in pursuance to > 
plan of the bankers to secure the temporary 
protection of the United States District court 
from a run on the bank. 


Clear in Mind of Court. 

“The situation is clear in the mind of the 
court. Judge Carpenter “said. “ Harten- 
bower and Hildebrandt at the time of the 
filing of the petition knew the bank was in- 
solvent. They wanted the petition filed: At 
the same time they were afraid to admit their 


insolvency because of certain state laws.”’

Figures Show Municipalities 
Provide More Money to 
Care for Dead. 


MUNICIPAL BOARD MEETS 


Members Hear Scheme Proposed 


for the Shipment of Eggs 
by Mail. 


Chairman James H. Lawley of the munic- 
ipal markets commission told his asso- 
ciates yesterday almost all, the large 
cities in the United States have neglected 
the development of municipal markets. He 
based the statement on an analysis of cen- 
sus bureau figures prepared by Frederick 
Rex, municipal reference librarian. 

Out of the 193 cities of 30,000 population 
reported,“ said Ald. Lawley, “ eighty-four 
reported no expenditures for markets or pub- 
lic scales. Forty-five reported expenditures 


of less than $1,000 each, fifty expenditures 


from $1,000 to $10,000 each, and only four- 
teen reported expenditures of more than 
$10,000 each during the year 1011. 


Favors for Dead. 

“The same 106 cities reported a total 
expenditure of $855,839 for cemeteries and 
crematories, as against $495,676 on markets 
and public scales. Apparently our cities 
consider it good municipal policy to make the 
facilities for the dead cheaper than those for 
the Hving.“ 

He cited the amounts spent by different 
cities for markets and scales as follows: 
Chicago, $5,145; St. Louis, $10,600; Cleveland, 
$19,014; Baltimore, $34,993; Pittsburgh, | 
$46,676; Buffalo, $27,786; Kansas City, $23,210; 
New Orleans, $30,483. 

“In other words,” he said, not over one 
city in 4 dozen has anything like an effective | 
market policy. Paris tn 1910 spent $349,450 on 
its public markets. 


Poultry, Butter, and Eggs.

and also to improve service of all kinds and | 
secure proper standards of service. We have 
detected no anxiety to the contrary—no dis- 
position to evade either the law or reasonable 
regulations. 
Again, publicity of accounts should work 
hardship to no one. A uniform system of 
accounts cannot be objected to, provided that 
utilities when divided into classes are sub- 
jected to such subclassification in a proper 
manner. An honest public utility can have no 
better friend than ea state inspector or ex- 
aminer of accounts. 


Sees Threefold Interest. 
There is a threefold interest involved in 
the handling of the product of utilities. There 
is the company furnishing, the consumer 
using, and the state. The introduction of 
this new factor into the regulation of utility 
business is not to be feared. It< ustroys noth- 
Ing. It reserves all that is good. It allows full 
operation. 

“In behalf of my fellow commissioners, it 
ought to be said that the commission aspires 
to be absolutely fair in all its endeay ors, and 
to take up, as the governor has insisted, the 
various questions that come before it, in a 
purely business attitude and nonpartisan 
manner, seeking to adjust all things that

The jobless man does not 
go to charity for a job, nor does he go to the 
4 private employment agent to be fleeced by 
him.

Now, what is good judgment? To wait 
until the glands enlarge or the nipple re- 
tracts is not good judgment. To wait a 
few weeks, say four or maybe eight, after 


felt may be good judgment if the person 
watching the growth will do so in earnest. 
A judgment is to be formed on the rate of 
growth and the amount of pain. 
To wait until one is sure the growth is a 
cancer is not good judgment. Statistics 
show that operations baseil on shrewd 
guesses and these in turn based on mod- 
erately extensive watching are good judg- 
ment. After the skin is cut and the tumor 
can be felt and seen by the operator, he can 
form a much better opinion about it. He 
can even cut off a small piece and have it 
under the microscope in fifteen minutes. 
If he finds the growth to be a fibroma or 
a cyst he will remove it through a small 
incision, leaving little scarring. If he finds 
it to be a cancer he should remove not only 
what he can see to be the growth, but also 
all ot the tissues into which experience has 
taught that cancer of the breast promptly 
spreads. 
To remove what he can be certain is can- 
cerous is not enough. He must guess how 
far the cells have spread and remove ac- 
cordingly. 
Proceeding on this plan nearly half the 
breast cancers are cured; by using plasters 
death results.

RIME MINISTER ASQUITH, in re- 
sponge to a communication frbm Wil- 
liam Barton, member of parliament for 
Manchester, who had invoked his in- 
tervention to secure a commutation of 
the death sentence passed upon a young mur- 
derer of the name of Ernest Kelly, gave a 
definition of the right of clemency which de- 
serves being placed on record. 
It emphasizes the fact that in Great Britain, 
at any rate, this most important of all the 
prerogatives of the sovereign is no longer 
exercised by the monarch. 
The prime minister admits that clemency is 
a royal prerogative. He writes in his letter 
as follows: 
“The exercise of the royal prerogative in 
capital cases is vested solely, by constitu- 
tional practice, in the secretary of state for 
home affairs, and I could not under any cir- 


| cumstances consent to intervene in such a 


case.

This constitutional practice dates from the 
-accession of Queen Victoria in 1837. It was 
felt by her ministers when she came to the 
throne that it would be unfair to require so 
young a girl to examine all the circumstances 
of the horrible crimes for which the death 
penalty was in those days pronounced, or to 
burden her conscience with the responsibility 
of determining the life or * ＋ her fellow 
creatures.

Dr. Max Thorek Urges Com- 
bination to Obtain ‘Right 
of Way” for Doctors. 


IN CASES OF EMERGENCY. 


Cites Instance When | Arrested 
While Hurrying in Auto to 
Woman Patient.

Urging that emergency calls of physicians 
are frequently of as serious . nature as those 
sent to the police and fire stations, Dr. Max 
Thorek is trying to organize a campaign for 
more privileges for doctors when they are 
compelled to exceed the speed mit to reach 
their patients. A letter to Dr. Charles K. 
Parkes, secretary of the Chicago Medical so- 
ciety, te that purpose is published tn this 
week's bulletin of the society. 

While visiting a patient at the Lake View 
hospital,” Dr. Thorek explains, “I was hur- 
riedly summoned to the American hospital to 
attend a woman suffering from an apparent- 
ly uncontrollable hemorrhage. On my way I 
was selsed by two burly policemen, to whom 
J explained the situation. Despite ny 
promise to report at any place they might 
wish and my vehement protestations, I was 
literally dragged to the Sheffield avenue sta- 


. where they detained me nearly half an 
our. 


Says Patient’s Life Was Undangered. 


I found my patient in a critical condition, 
and at present she is hovering between life 


and death. I am convinced the time spent at 


the station could have been well utilized to 
give aid to the afflicted woman.” 

Dr. ‘Thorek adds that Judge Bowles in the 
Speeders’ court fined him $15 and costs, al- 
though several wanton speeders were dia- 
charged. He is trying to find out why 
physicians pay for a “ right of way badge.“ 

“ But can we blame the powers that be 
exclusively?’ he concludes. “No. Of course 
not. The physicians themselves share in per- 
mitting the evil to exist. Someof us take the 
medicine handed to us and instead of resent- 
ing and educating these ‘kind hearted’ 
judges to see right, we smile and let it go at 
that.

Believed the Same Principle Would 
| Apply to Steam Roads. 


James G. Skinner, Corporation Counsel 
Sexton's specialist on the public utilities 
law, brought joy to policemen and other city 
employés yesterday. In two formal opin- 
ions he held that this act of the legislature 
does not affect the free rides of uniformed 
policemen on street cars or prohibit the 4 cent 
city ticket arrangement with the elevated 
roads. 

‘These were the only classes of transporta- 
tion touched on by his findings, but it was 
believed the same principle would apply to 
the Illinois Central and other railroads which 
shut off the free rides of the policemen on 
Jan. 1, when the legislative act went into et- 
fect. The legal point probably will be of 
importance throughout the state. 


Finds Rare “Joker.” 

Some of the lawyers said Mr. Skinner had 
found a “ joker” in the law, a rare one, as 
it was in favor ef the public. In brief, he 
ruled that the sections prohibiting passes or 
preferential rates to any person or corpora- 
tion did not cover municipalities. 

This is the nub of the two opinions: 
“In section 10 of the public utilities act, 
these terms are defined as follows: ‘The 
term corporation when used in this act in- 
cludes any corporation, company, associa- 
tion, joint stock company, or association but 
mot municipal corporations. The term per- 
son when used in this act tncludes an indi- 
vidual, firm, or copartnership.’ 

From these definitions it is clear, first, 
that municipal corporations are excluded 
‘from the definition of corporations, and, 
second, that a municipal corporation cannot 
reasonably be comprehended in any of the 
terms ‘individual,’ ‘firm,’ or copartner- 
ship’ contained in the definition of person.“ 


In Effect Since Jan. 1. 

On this basis Mr. Skinner held that the 
state commission had no jurisdiction over 
the question of carrying policemen free of 
charge while on duty, and that the section of 
the municipal code providing that they shal! 
be carried free “has the same force and 
effect since Jan. 1 that it had prior thereto.” 

In the sanie way he held the commission 
had no jurisdiction over “any of the ar- 
rangememts that may be entered into be- 
tween the municipality of Chicago and the 
elevated railroad companies for carrying, at 
reduced rates, city officials and employés 
while on duty.“ Until Jan. 1 the city had 
the 4 cent fare agreement with all of the 
elevated roads except the south side com-

Along which live more than 6,000,000 people, 


was revealed today in a report to the inter- 
national joint commission by Dr. Allan J. 
McLaughlin of the public health service. 
The report showed extensive pollution in 
the waters adjacent to many of the large 
cities and declared that owing to the present 
position of intakes there is not a single city 
on the lakes which can be said to possess 
water that is safe without treatment. 

The remedy. Dr. McLaughlin said, should 
be sought by the best sanitarians in the 
world. The commission under treaty has 
no power to remedy conditions, but it will 
suggest the employment of world known san- 
itarians and authorities on public health. 


Bulk of Waters Pure. 

“In certain localities in the great lakes 
and in all their connecting waters danger- 
ous sewage pollution was shown to ist.“ 
the report says, “but the bulk of the great 
lakes waters remains in its pristine purity. 
The investigation shows that 
bacillus is practically never present in un- 
polluted waters, and that the normal bac- 
terial content of great lakes water is less 
than ten per cubic centimeter. 

“The sources of pollution in the order of 
their importance are sewage from cities, 
sewage from vessels navigating these boun- 
dary waters, and the inevitable pollution fol- 
lowing rains and thaws. 

“At the mouth of the Detroit river and 


at the mouth of the Niagara river serious 


pollution extends normally more than ten 
miles into the lakes, and on occasion was 
found sixteen and eighteen miles from shore. 
The distance from the cities of pure water 
in the lakes, the enormous cost of long pipe 
lines. coupled with the engineering difficul- 
ties in placing intakes beyond the seventy 
foot depth, make it impracticable in most 
instances to secure pure water from the 
lakes without treatment. 


| Menace to Every Oity. 

The present position of intakes is such 
that there is not a single municipality using 
water from the great lakes or their connect- 
ing rivers, which can be said to possess a 
safe water supply without treatment. 

Because of sewage pollution there is no 
point in the St. Clair river from which a 
safe water supply could be secured without 
treatment. : 

“Investigation of the St. Lawrence river 
(Thousand islands) was made at two distinct 
periods. The results obtained In April showed 
a slight degree of pollution. The results ob- 
tained in August showed a greatly increased 
pollution.“

John J. Furlong, 
president of the Minnesota State Agricultur- 
al society, produced the ear at the session 
of the society today. 

Mr. Furlong explained to the delegates that 
he and Mr. Hill several months ago were dis- 
cussing crop conditions in Minnesota and 
Mr. Hill had asked him about the largest ears 
grown in the state. 

He told Mr. Hill that fourteen inch corn 
could be grown in this state. Mr. Hill prom- 
ised to pay $1,000 if such an ear were pro- 
duced. 


DECISION AID TO RAVENSW OOO. 


Interstate Commerce Commission Gives 
Ruling Which Affects Shipments 
of Coal by Rail. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—[Special.]— 
The interstate commerce commission today 
denied a proposed increase in switching 
charges on interstate shipments of coal from 
Chicago to Ravenswood, III., and a reduc- 
tion of the amount of absorption on such 
shipments by line carriers. 

In ah attempted compliance with the com- 
mission’s order prohibiting charges on ship- 
ments to Rose Hill in excess of those to 
Ravenswood, the Northwestern and other 
railroads placed Ravenswood on a basis of 
15 cents on bituminous and 5 cents on an- 
thracite coal higher than competing points. 

Zipf Brothers, Ravenswood coal dealers, 
and the Chicago Coal Dealers’ association 
protested against the discrimination against 
Ravenswood. The commission finds the 
tariff changes made by the carriers unjusti- 
fied and orders them withdrawn.

Horseradish. 


HE piquant horseradish is one of the win- 
ter relishes held in high esteem by those 
who eat meats cooked in the plainest 
Ways, and equally so by those who are 
accustomed to high class” cookery. The 

root is still to be had, and no matter what the 
sauce, it is always best if made from the 
freshly grated root. Yet that which has been 
grated and preserved in vinegar can be used, 
and horseradish vinegar itself is much esteemed 
for seasoning. 

Immense quantities of horseradish are used 
ty those who do their Sabbath shopping on 
Friday, some of the smaller merchants doing 
nothing else but peel and grate this for cus- 
tomers in a great machine like an enlarged

For roast beef and steaks especially, and for 
several kinds of fish, little hillocks of horse- 
radish with no addition are considered highly 
acceptable by thousands, who need no recipe for 
the preparation of such but for finer cookery 
certain additions are made. 

HORSERADISH BUTTER FOR STEAK—To 
two ounces of freshly grated horseradish add 
a quarter of a pound of butter—unsalted butter 
is better—and knead thoroughly, adding lemon 
juice. Then rub the whole through a fine sieve. 
Keep on ice until served, If prepared horse- 
radish is used do not add lemon juice.

there is nothing of its kind quite equal to 
frozen horseradish cream, the following recipe 
for which is in the last number of the Lon- 
don Food and Cookery Journal: 

FROZEN HORSE RADISH CREAM—* Grate 
finely a small stick of horseradish, previously 
washed and scraped. Put this on a plate on the 
ice. Whip rather stiffly half a pint of cream, 
work in the grated horseradish a good pinch of 
selt and one-half teaspoon of castor sugar (fine 
gran‘‘lated). Mix carefully and fill into a small 
pewter ice mold. Cover it well and wrap up in 
paper, then bury it in a pail with plenty of 
broken ice and coarse salt, and freeze it thus 
for about an hour. Unmold the shape on to 
a folded napkin on a round dish and serve, Note 
—If liked, a little vinegar or lemon juice may 
be added to the mixture before freezing it.” 

Research indicates that this recipe has not 
yet appeared in any cook book. Escoffier would 
naturally have it, ‘if anybody, for it distinctly 
belongs to fine, up to date cookery. He does 
not Have it, but has the following cold piquant 
sauce: 

HORSERADIEH SAUCE—" Dilute one table- 
spoon of mustard with two tablespoons of 
vinegar in a basin, and add one pound of finely 
rasped horseradish, two ounces of powdered 
sugar, a little salt, one pint of cream, and one 
pound of bread crumbs steeped in milk and 
pressed. Serve this sauce very cold. It ac- 
companies boiled and roast joints of beef.” 

Of course it would be easy to divide these 


Horseradish is exceedingly English, and Mre. 
Beeton has the following recipes: 


HORSERADISH —“ This root, scraped, is 
served with hot roast beef, and is also used 
for garnishing cold roast beef and many kinds 
of boiled fish. Let the horseradish remain in 
cold water for one hour; wash it well and with 
a sharp knife scrape it into very thin shreds, 
commencing from the thick end of the root. Ar- 
range some of it lightly in a small glass dish, 
and use the remainder for garnishing the joint. 
It should be placed in tufts around the 
of the dish, with one or two bunches on the 
meat. Seasonable from October to June.” 

COLD HORSERADISH SAUCE—"One-half gill 
of wine vinegar (four tablespoons), two hard 
boiled eggs, one ounce of grated horseradish, 
one-half teaspoon of salt, one tablespoon of 
cream. Remove the yolks from the whites of 
the hard boiled eggs, put them in a basin, work 
with a wooden spoon until quite smooth, then 
add the vinegar gradually, and stir the mixture 
until it becomes creamy. Add the grated horse- 
radish, sugar, salt, and lastly the cream; stir 
a little longer and serve.” ° |

Two of the school sites where purchasing 
methods have been questioned—at Lawndale 
avenue and Douglas boulevard and at Mozart 
and Twelfth streets—will be visited and ex- 
amined this morning by the special com- 
mittee appointed by the school board. This, 
may be the forerunner of the examination 
and appraisal of all the school sites pur- 
chased from Jan. 1, 1912, to Jan. 1, 1914. 

“I suppose other sites will be called to 
our attention and that we will have to in- 
spect many,” said Trustee Ralph C. Otis, 
chairman of the committee. 

The council committee on schools and rep- 
resentatives of the efficiency division of the 
civil service commission were asked to par- 
ticipate today in the inspection. 

Trustee Holpuch introduced a résolution 
inviting the bureau of public efficiency to 
also join in the investigation, but after de- 
bate this was amended so as to leave that 
bureau out. Director Howard Keeler, who 
was present, Baid the efficiency bureau would 
not on this account participate. Trustee Otis 
said after the meeting, however, that the 
efficiency bureau would be included ip the 
invitation if it so desired.

The council committee will outline the 
plans for ita inquiry at a conference at 2 
p. m. today with representatives of the em-

quiry with the school board committee will 
come up at that time. The efficiency division 
was empowered to s“bprena witnesses.

How this 1016 
victory is to be won, under existing condi- 
tions, the Republicans don’t explain, but they 
agree it is worth while to grab organization 
control in the coming September primaries, 
in anticipation of the 1916 campaign. 


Trouble Republican Harmony, 

Four groups in Cook county, and to a con- 
siderable extent in the downstate territory, 
are just now making trouble for Republican 
harmony, though each insists harmony is 
the first essential in the making of an ac- 
ceptable county ticket for the next fall 
election, thereby “ paving the way for Re- 
publican-Progtessive amalgamation in 1916.“ 

The Deneen element, led by former Gov. 
Deneen, embraces a working majority of the 
Republican county committee as at present 
organized, elected under the old system. 
This majority during the week tock action 
favorable to the nomination of a high grade 
county ticket. This would be picked by 
a committee, to be named by County Chair- 
man John F. Devine, representative of Re- 
publicans ot all interests and factions, and 
which shall be submitted, eventually, to 
the Republican county committee, then to 
the primary. 

Deneenites Cordial to Women. 

The same body extended official welcome 
to women voters to enter the regular Repub- 
lican organization and repudiated the pro- 
posed non-partisan plan of nominating alder- 
manic candidates. This element is in con- 
trol of the Republican state committee. Roy 
O. West is chairman of this committee, ex- 
pecting to terminate that service with the 
fall primaries, and is also the member of 
the Republican national committee from 
Llinois. 

Affiliated with this element are Postmaster 
D. A. Campbell, James Pease, and William 
H. Weber, representing, as has been the 
case since this combination came into con- 
trol of county political affairs, the several 
sections of the county. Former Mayor 
Busse, considered by some politicians as 
the “logical” candidate for the Republican 
mayoral nomination in 1915, is classed in 
the same category. 


Anti-Deneen Element. 

The anti-Deneen element finds its chief 
backing in the 1916 club, of which Edward 
J. Brundage, former president of the coun- 
ty board and corporation counsel under 
Mayor Busse, fs the president. 

The policy of the leaders of this movement 
is to eliminate all of the old leaders from 
active politics. They take the position the 
time has arrived for what is called the new 
deal.“ 

Mr. Brundage yesterday indicated the chief 
argument of this element is the suggestion 
that few, if any, of the present ward com- 
mitteemen in the Deneen crowd would enter 
a direct primary fight for re#tlection to the 
county committee. The claim is made that 
influential forces would join openly in the 
1916 club movement were it assured of a 
more brilliant future. From the downstate 
territory there is heavy backing for the anti- 
Deneen cause. Senator Charles F. Hur- 
burgh and his friends, among others, are 
tending moral support to the anti-Deneen 
campaign in Chicago. 


Personal Following of Sherman. 

The Sherman element is a personal follow- 
ing of Senator Lawrence Y. Sherman. It 
is a contingent which would be happy to 
have the senator planted in absolute domina- 
tion of Illinois politics, including Cook coun- 
ty. In this it does not have the sympathy 
of Mr. Shegman. He has said he will not 
mix in the Cook county row. He has his 
hands full, he admits, in getting reélected, 
even if renominated by acclamation, which, 
he feels, is not yet assured. 

His own policy will be to keep hands off. 
Ultimately he may have to get into the Cook 
county fight, but not yet, he thinks. 

Lorimer Element a Factor, 

The Lorimer element is, particularly, the 
west side crowd which followed 
Lorimer to the finish.

“I am not in favor of appropriating this 
money for the state's attorney's office, bo- 
cause I believe it was the duty of the state's 
attorney to have the permission of the coun- 
ty board before he proceeded to sperd more 
than the amount appropriated for his office,” 
said Commissioner Board. “I believe the 
amount should be paid, but I am in favor ef 
making the appropriation from the 1914 
funds."
